Ten per cent Increase in Wages 


and Shorter Hours 


BOYCOTT AND DISORDER COME IN FOR CONDEMNATION 


Former is a Cruel Weapon and is a Conspiracy Against the

Detroit, March 21—"The decision o 


the anthracite coal strike commissio 
Is on the whole a decided victory for th 
miners and I am pleased with it," s;ili 
President Mitchell, in an interview to 
night with the Associated Pi-ess. "Tin 
anthracite miners 
of 
Pennsylvania 


have reason to be much pleased wltl 
the commission's awards, and 1 am 
sure they aie." he said, replying tc 
a question whether the miners wer 
given as murh as had been hoped fnr 
Mitchell ansyererl, "I do not care t< 
say." 


Means Millions. 


"The most important feature of the 


awards," ho continued, "is of course 


_ the increase of 10 per cent given the 
miners. . This -will result in an anmui 
increase in wages of 140,000 anthra- 
cite miners of Pennsylvania of $6,- 
000,000. 
The sliding scale 
provided 


for by the commission is very satisfac- 
tory inasmuch as the minimum of 
$4.50 per ton is fixed, with white ash 
coal at $5.50 per ton at the tidewater, 
the Increase provided in the sliding 
scale is equivalent to 20 per cent more 
on the miners' wages." 


Mitchell said he was not disappoint- 


ed because the commission did not rec- 
ognise the union formally, 
because 


the decision of the commission and its 
awards were in themselves recognition 
of the power and influence 
of 
the 


United Mine Workers. 


Better Hours. 


"After the increase in wages given the 


miners," said Mitchell, "the most im- 
portant of the awards from the min- 
ers' standpoint are the ones fixing a 
nine hotu 
day and providing for a 


board of 
conciliation. The 
nwavd 


gives a nine hour day with ten hour's 
pay directly to 90,000 men and prac- 
tically all other employes of the an- 
thracite mines will got a nine hour day 
by reason of their comrades' shorter 
hours." 


Mitchell was much pleased with the 


provision for a board of conciliation as 
he said it will compel investigation of 
both sides of the controversies 
find 


bring the men and the employers in 
closer relationship. 
HP expressed the 


opinion the recommendations against 
child labor will result in great good 
and bring about the passage of a law 
now pending in the Pennsylvania leg- 
islature raising thp agp limit.

that every city, town and hamlet in tne 
United States has a vital interest in 
the workings of the new militia Jaw, 
to which he has given much study, 
Secretary Root today ordered to be 
made public the report which the war 
college board at his request has pre- 
pared explaining and commending up- 
on the -sarious provisions ot the law, 
their proper interpretations and best 
means for putting them into operation. 
Secretary Root has not approved ot the 
Hoard's report, but he desires it shall 
be given wiJo circulation, so militia 
officers of various states may have 
an opportunity of discussing with the 
department the 
advisability of its 


adoption. 


Majoi General Young, as president 


of the board, submits the report. 


Under the law organized militia ar 


given until January' 21, 11108, to adop

idly as practicable to the standard. S 
is provided, however, that on 
tha.

tained as early as possible.

to conforming to the standard,

lows: 


Infantry and cavalry, 65; field and 


coast artillery, 120; engineers, 100.

Threatens Much Damage. 


Oconto, Wls., March 21—The Ocon-

WAITING FOR CARS TO MOVE IT 


Heavy Work on the White River Road 


—General News. 


The situation in relation, to the de- 


mand for cars does not improve to any 
notioeable extent. 
While the trans- 


portation officials say that a larger 
number of cars are coming each day 
it is also true that within the last few 
days the demand haa increased. 


On the middle division of the Wa- 


bash Saturday there were orders 1'or 
nearly 1,100 oars, the great majority of 
these orders coming' from the grain 
men. 
The cur distributors estimate 


that if the cars could be secured with- 
in ten days they could load 3,000 cars 
of grain. 


In the grain elevators from Catlin 


to Riverton a distance of less than 100 
miles there are over one million bush- 
els of corn. 
The elevator men in the 


majority of cases want to ship at 
once. There is much complaint amonrg 
the grain men about the corn heat- 
ing and losses are feared. 
The WH- 


bash officials have accurate 
reports 


from the grain men and the estimate 
that there are a million bushels in 
the elevators between Catlin and Kiv- 
erton indicates that • car distributors 
are not making a high estimate when 
they say that 3.000 cars could be load- 
ed on the middle division within ten 
days, for there arc more than 700 miles 
of road in that division. 


While the utmost urgent demand is 


for grain cars, all classes of cars are 
needed. 
There is'scarcely a station 


on the road that cannot Uriel material 
for shipment the moment a car is 
unloadpd. 
It, has of hue frequently 


happened that when a car arrives at 
a small station the consignee imme- 
diately receives offers of help in un- 
loading from shippers who want the 
car when it is emptied. 
That 
has 


caused some rows, because the local 
agent does not always have the right 
to give the car to the volunteer, the 
distributor at headquarters being the 
one to place the cars. 


The numbers of empty cars coming 


to the 
'tivlsion is increasing slowly. 


Saturday there were ]50 cars to sat- 
isfy the shippers who wanted 1,100.

EWSPAPERl 
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THREE PRESIDENTS OF THE UNITED STATES 


AND OTHER DISTINGUISHED VISITORS TO DECATUR 


The coming of President Roosevelt 


to Decatur June 4th recalls to mind 
the fart that many men with national 
find world wide reputaton have visited 
the city in years past. In the world of 
politics, literature, art and science the 
city has had many distinguished men 
and women as her guests. Among the 
number was the martyred Lincoln who 
was a. frequenter of Decatur long be- 
fore any one ever suspec-ted that he 
would become 
the 
most important 


president in the history of the United 
States. He came here as a lawyer and 
outside of his 
professional engage- 


ments mingled with the common peo- 
ple as one of them. Not many years 
after this time he came back as the 
choice of the people in the most cru- 
cial test of the nation's history. He 
went through the city on his memor- 
able trip to Washington for his in- 
auguration when the people north and 
south were hovering on the brink ot 
the greatest 'and bloodiest war the 
worlcj has ever known. The train bear- 
ing Lincoln made quite a stop at the 
station here and there was an immense 
gathering there to shout their uelcome 
and wish him God speed in the enor- 
mous task that he had been selected 
to perform. There were hundreds in 
the crowd who had 
known him in 


every day life as plain Abe Lincoln 
and they knew then what the world 
has since learne*. that he was equal 
to the work before him. "1 can see him 
yet." said a man who was in that 
crowd "as he stood on the platform 
of the car bowing and arknow leUging 
the greetings of the big crowd." Lin- 
coln never came back to the e ity as 
president. The time in w h i e - h he lived 
and struggled to keep the nation in- 
tact was too strenuous for trips such 
as the later presidents have made. 


Creneral Gra'nt, 
William McKinley, 


Benjamin Harrison. James Q. Blaine, 
General John A. Logan, W. J. Bryan 
and a host of other men more or less 
prominent in the history of the coun- 
try have been here during the past 
thirty years, and there are many per- 
sons living here today who can say 
that they have seen them all, and 
many of them will be able to add to 
the list the name of President Theo- 
doie Roosevelt after 
the fourth of 


next June. 


Outside of the men who have at- 


tained prominene-e in 
the political 


field of action the city has been hon- 
ored by other men equally famous in 
their chosen line. 
Religion and the 


drama have had some of thoir most 
famous exponents in the list of tho 
city's guests. 


Henry Ward Beecher who is believed 


^ 


by many to have been the greatest 
American pulpit orator and preacher 
visited Decatur along about 1885 and 
1SS6. 
He came as a lecturer just after 


having completed a trip throughout 
the great northwest about which as 
much was not known in those clnys as 
now. 
Mr. Boecher spoke at the old 


Smith opera house which was located 
on North Water street on the ground 
now occupied by the rear of thp Stew- 
art Dry Goods Company's store, with 
the entraiie'e through a long hall way 
just north of the Meriweather saloon. 
An immense audience greeted him and 
he used his trip in the northwest as 
the subject of 
his 
lecture. Dewitt 


Talmage was here only a few years 
ago 'speaking at the Tabernacle on 
North Church street in the interest 
of the famine strii'ken people of In- 
dia. 


The greatest American representa- 


tives of the drama have played in 
Decatur including 
the 
late Edwin 


Booth, Lawrence Barrett, Jauneschek, 


Joseph 
Jefferson, Billy 


and other.

ents were talking about her, and a 
good deal of the talk was not very 
complimentary of the famous beauty. 
Oscar Wilde who stormed two worlds 
w i t h his aesthetic theories and atter- 
warJs sank to the lowest social depths, 
spending his last few years in prison 
came to Drcatur about twelve years 
ago when his fame was at the highest 
point. 


The visits of these personages, how- 


ever, have never excited the interest 
or made the impression occassioned by 
the visits of men famous in the politi- 
cal histoty of the country. It is the oc- 
casions on which they came that are 
most frequently referred to, btit there 
are few persons who can recall the date 
of the visit of any notable man and in 
talking with older settlers it is found 
that many conllkting ideas are enter- 
tamed not only about the men •who 
have visited here but about others 
who have supposed to have been in 
the city but about whom there is no 
authentic record. 


To this day many citizens of Deca- 


tur are prone to refer to the visit' of 
General U. S. Grant as the greatest in 
the history of the city. 
There was 


unquestionably a big crowd here, but 
the town then was only about one-half 
of its present size. 
General Grant 


cnme here to attend the soldiers' reun- 
ion given at the fair grounds under the 
direction of tho Macon County Veter- 
ans' association at 
which time the 


Twenty-first regiment of which he had 
been the colonel, also, held its third re- 
union. 
Tho general had just return- 


ed from a triumphal tour around the 
world and had been at his old home in 
Galena. 
He came to the city on Oc- 


tober B, 1880, from Chicago 
and was 


accompanied by his son, Jesse 
R. 


Grant, and General John A. Logan and 
wife. 
It had been expected that Gen- 


eial Phil Sheridan would accompany 
him, 
but the old Republican files do not 


hrow that he was here. Kight thou- 
sand people greeted Grant at the rail- 
way station and the jam was so great 
that Mayor Henry Waggoner was un- 
able to deliver his addiess of welcome. 
The program was temporarily disar- 
ranged and the general was hustled 
to the home of Governor Oglesby, now 
the Bering residence, and the address 
of welcome was delivered later. Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Logan were entertained 
by Mr. and Mrs. James Millikin. On 
the following day General Grant min- 
gled with the old soldiers at the fair 
grounds, now FaJrIawn park, and that 
night a public reception was given him 
m the old tabernacle, where thousands 
met the iamous, silent man. He made 
a number of brief addresses during his 
visit. 


The visit of William Jennings Bryan 


as the democratic candidate for pres- 
ident m 1S9S was made on October 23, 
and was unique in its way. The rail- 
ways brought nearly 7,000 people to the 
city, and the crush was something ter- 
rific. The arrangements tha I had been 
made were upset in a moment by the 
wildly curious cremds that chased the 
free silver exponent. 
He was brought 


up town from the station in the Muel- 
ler automobile and a platform had 
been built on the west side of Central 
park, but Bryan refused to risk his life 
and limb in tho 
surging mass and 


would not go to it. 
He spoke briefly 


from the wagon and was 
then taken 


to the St. Nicholas hotel, where he 
spoke from the balcony. 
From the 


time he reached the city until lie was 
safely back on his train he was in a 
constant fight against the hordes of 
mad admirers who wanted to get near 
.him. 


Speaker Cannon has frequently been 


in Decatur. both as a candidate for 
congress and as a private citizen. 


In the campaign of 1S9S a party of 


the most notable living geneials of the 
civil war came to the city and spoke 
at the opera 
house 
and 
tabernacle. 


They were here on October 8. 
This 


party included General O. O. Howard, 
who recently visited the city to lec- 
tui e for the Y. M. C. A.. General Daniel 
Sickles, General G.'H. Marsden of Bos- 


ton, Corpoial Tanner, General Alger. 
They were accompanied by the late 
Governor Tanner. 


A number of United Slates senators 


have visited the city at different times, 
among- 
the number being 
Senator 


Warner Miller of New York, Senator J. 
C. Burrows of Michigan, Senator John 
M. Palmer and others. 


During his candidacy for governor 


John P. Altgeld 
was a visitor to the 


city and he came several times as chief 
executive of the Htate. 
Nearly all of 


the Illinois governors during the past 
twenty years have vls'ted the city 
either as candidates or as executives 
of the state. 


When the twenty-fifth anniversary 


of the organization ot the G. A. R. was 
held In this city April 
6, 1891, many 


notable G. A. R. men were here. Among 
the most prominent of these was Gen- 
eral Veazey, who was then commander 
in chief of the G. A. R. 


The campaign of 1884 brought many 


distinguished men of national reputa- 
tion to this city. Among the number 
was Governor Oglesby, who was, how- 
ever, always looked upon as a Deca- 
tur man 
notwithstanding the 
latter 


years of his life were spent in an ad- 
joining county. The late Carter Har- 
rison, then mayor of Chicago, and a 
candidate for governor against Gov- 
ernor Oglesby, was here on Septem- 
ber 9th of that year. His visit was the 
occasion of a democratic demonstration 
which surpassed anything that party 
had 
attempted 
that 
year. 
Mr. 


Harrison spoke at Imboden springs in 
the afternoon and at the old tabernacle 
at night. 
General John M. Palmer, 


who had frequently 
visited the city, 


was here that day. 


On October 24, 1884, the late James 


G. Blaine made a short stop here. 
He 


was touring the country in a special 
train in the interest of his candidacy 
for the presidency ajad came from the 
east. 
A platform had been erected 


near the railway station and Mr. Blaine 
spoke briefly to 5,000 cheering people 
who had assembled to hear him. Sen- 
ator Cullom, who Has been a frequent 
visitor to the city, was with Mr. Blaine 
on that clay. 


General John A. Logan, then a candi- 


date for the vice presidency, was here 
on October 28, 1884, accompanied 
by 


his brilliant wife. They were guests at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. James Mil- 
likin, where a reception was held dur- 
ing the afternoon. There was an enor- 
mous crowd in the city that day, and 
thousands 
clustered 
around 
the 


speaker's stand on the north side of 
Central .park to hear General Logan 
speak. 


The late 
William McKinley twice 


visited Decatur, the first tijne as 
a 


congressman 
when 
he 
was making 


speeches 
for 
Benjamin 
Harrison 


through the western country and the 
last time, Saturday, October 15, 1898, 


s president of 
the 
United States. 


There was a. magnificent domonHtra- 
tlou in his honor on the latter day. The 
party came to Decatur 
from 
Terre 


Haute and the president spoke from a 
gaily decorated platform car, which 
had bean placed just north of the pres- 
ent Illinois Central station. It was a. 
beautiful October day and the crowd 
that filled the vacant ground west of 
the old Illinois Central station wan es- 
timated a I 15,1)00. The party was here 
for some little time, and after conclud- 
ing his speech the president mingled 
with the people on the car, shaking 
hands with them and chatting in that 
delightfully affable way, which made, 
him a favorite with all people through- 
out the country. 
There were many 


distinguished men in that .party, in- 
cluding Lyman Gage, secretary of the 
treasury, Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son, Secretary of the Interior Bliss, 
Private Secretary CorLelyou, now sec- 
retary of commerce, Senator 
Cullorn 


and others. 


President Harrison visited 
Decatur 


on May 14, 1891. He was accompanied 
by Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. McKce, Mrs. 
Dimmick, Postmaster General Wana- 
maker, Secretary Jerry Rusk, Marshal 
Randall, Mr. and Mrs. George W. Boyd 
and newspaper men. The president 
was greeted by a. vast crowd and spoke 
from a platform car east of the Illi- 
nois Central station. 
Mr. 
Harrison 


was also 
here as a private 
citizen 


during the '80s, having stopped over 
night at the St. Nicholas on his way 
home to Indianapolis from the west. 


President Rutherford 
B. 
Hayes 


stopped for a few moments in tho city 
about 1880 on his return east after a 
visit to the state fair at Springfield. 


Col. 
R. G. Ingersoll, the famous ag- 


nostic, was a frequent visitor to De- 
catur on his lecture tours. 


General Butler came to Decatur af- 


ter the war. L. Burrows was a mem- 
ber of the committee to receive him 
and do the honors of the city. 
When 


he was introduced to J. R. Race the 
title of Judge which had been prefixed 
to his name attracted Butler, and af- 
ter that he gave all of his attention to 
Mr. Race. He thought he was a mem- 
ber of the judiciary. 


The republican state convention in 


Decatur in 1860 was probably the most 
notable political gathering ever held 
in the city. 
At that time many per- 


sons who afterward became famous 
were in Decatur. 


The convention was held in a big 


tent which was located south of Cen- 
tral park, where State street now ex-_ 
tends south from the park. 
On this 


occasion the elder Richard Yates was 
nominated1 for 
governor. 
Abraham 


Lincoln was present on that occasion. 
The late Richard Oglesby and John 
Hanks gathered several of the rails 
which had been split by Lincoln in this 
county.

Effective Methods of 
Killing 
Insects 


and Blights on Fruits and Veg- 


etables. 


MACON COUNTY FARMER'S IDEA 


Macon county farmers 
have lately 


T-ifH ome much interested in the process 
of spraying in the ore-hard and garden 
as a remedy for insects arid other ills 
whi"h e-ome to fruits and vegetables. 
During the past few years splaying has 
befri practiced much more generally by 
the fanners in this locality than ever 
before and they have come to reahxe' 
the importance e_>f this vsork In [ire- 
serving their orchards and gardens. J. 
P>. Burrows, who was recently elected 
vie e-president of the Horticultural so- 


ciety in Central Illinois, is interested in 
more generally introdue-ing the spray- 
ing processess and at the Burrows feed 
store he is giving demonstrations in 
spraying for the benefit of tho farmers 
who may be interested. The author- 
ities on spraying lay down three rules 
whie'h it is claimed must be followed 
in order to meet with 
success 
in 


spraying. These rules are given as fol- 
lou s: 


First, knowing when to spray. Many 


men condemn spraying 
as a useless 


vvaste of time simiply becriusn they do 
not spray at the proper time. 


Hec'ond. using the proper mixtures. 


This U very important, as a solution 
should be strong to be; effee-tive, but 
must at the same time be properly pre- 
paied to avoid injury to plants. 


Third, and most important. 
You 


must have the outfit to apply your so- 
lutions evenly and rapidly. 


In regard to the use of proper mix- 


lures Mr. Burrows says that the hor- 
ticultural society has 
advised 
that 


farmers in using Paris green use only 
that whie h will stand a test known as 
the Louisiana test. Mr. Burrows says: 


''Halt' the failures in spraying are 


due to tho use of .poor materials, es- 
pecially Paris green. 
The farmer can 


try the common test for this drug. Try 
a mixture of the Paris green and wa- 
ter em a piece of glass. 
If you can 


see the particles insoluble you have the 
puio goods but if it has a milky ap- 
pearance and is dissolved you have the 
adulterated article and your labor and 
the entire season is wasted. It is im- 
portant that the 
farmers and others 


.who take the trouble 
to spray know 


that thuy have drugs which will be ef- 
fective. Copper sulphate, which is an- 
other drug often used in sprriylngr is 
cheap nnel therefore there is not much 
danger of adulteration." 


For spraying to be of benefit to the

trees, shrubs and vegetables, four ap- 
plications must be made at different 
times in the season. 
The nature of 


the solutions to be used in these differ- 
ent applications varies according to 
the kind of trees or .plants treated and 
the farmer must ascertain which are 
the best solutions to use on the par- 
ticular plant he wants to spray. 
The 


various mixtures used in spraying are 
known as the following: Copper sul- 
phate solution, Bordeaux mixture, po- 
tassium sulphide, Pan's green and ker- 
osene emulsion. The manner of mixing 
these solutions is easily obtainable. In 
all parts of the county orchards and 
gardens which are 
ruined by insects 


and blight are often seen. This ruin 
and loss of production Mr. Burrows 
says can entirely be avoided by proper 
and intelligent spraying and if the 
process was followed out more gener- 
ally much of the fruit 
which 
never 


reaches maturity would be saved.

ities are being constantly developed 
and enlarged. 
Mixed with a 
small 


quantity of gold a beautiful ruby- 
tinted metal is produced that can be 
used for decorativo art. It is said 
that a comparatively thin sheet of the 
rnetal will turn a bullet. 


Wire has been drawn from it as 


fine as and not much heavier that a 
fine silk fiber.

The racing shells made 


of it are constructed of sheets of only 
one-nineteenth of an inch in thickness 
that are as strong as an inch board 
and less liable to break. 
It does not 


tarnish and acids have no effect upon 
it, says Ores and Metals.

are shod with it. 
Wounds are sewn 


us with tha wire. 


It is perhaps a bit odd, but it iB 


true, nevertheless, that even, in Illinois, 
one of the greatest corn-growing states 
in the union, with more than 90 per 
cent. oC the people, corn is merely corn, 
the only recognized differences being 
in the color. Fewer than even 10 per 
cent, of the people would be able to 
tpll the name of any one of. the dozens 
of varieties of corn if they should have 
it offered for their inspection. The 
men engaged in the business of breed- 
ing corn are ciuite confident that the 
day is not far distant when corn will 
be sold under the name of the variety 
to which it belongs, and that when the 
name of any particular variety is men- 
tioned, at once in his mind's eye the 
average man will picture that partic- 
ular kind of corn and instinctively 
know the special ejualites for which 
It is grown. 


J. C. Suffern, who is conducting a 


seed store on Broadway, could tell 
you some things about corn that would 
surprise you unless you happen to be 
a corn expert. 
He has spent almost 


a life time in the business of breed- 
ing plants and grains, and has produc- 
ed some varieties which are known to 
seedmeri at least in every 
country 


where corn is grown. 
Mr. StilTern will 


within the next year put on the mar- 
ket two varieties of. corn which he has 
.propagated and for which he claims 
qualities more distinctive than for any 
variety of corn 
he ever developed. 


Breeders of corn or other grains de- 
velop; they do not make or create, 
aiirf do not make any such pretensions. 


Different corn goods of course; de- 


mand different qualities in the grain. 
l«'or .instance the mills which grind 
corn for glucose find in the grain in 
large per cent a quality greatly desir- 
eel by the hominy 
mills, but to the 


makers of glucose it is practically just 
that much waste. With the hominy 
men the name thing is true except that 
what is valuable to the glucose man is 
waste for homiiny. Mr. Suffern has de- 
veloped two varieties of corn each of 
which contains 
1)0 per cent, of 
the 


qualities especially desired by the two 
diffeient manufacturers. He says that 
in Chicago there Is a glucose manufac- 
turing' concern which annually con- 
sumes 65,000,000 bushels of yellow e-orn. 
Tinder existing renditions the glucose 
men can buy only "corn," without re- 
gard lo Its qualities. 
More: than 50 


per c'enl. of the grain that they grind 
conies out In cheap feed. Their needs 
require :i grain rich in wtare-h and one 
c,f the new varieties which Mr. Suf- 
1'ei n lian developed, n yellow corn, will 
contain more than 94 per cent, starch 
His experiments on that 
line came 


as the result of a c«>nl'ercne-e with the 
glucose manufacturers. The value of 
this new variety will be more fully 
understood by 
the 
layman when ne 


learns that mongrel com contains not 


starch.

like com and calls attention to the; ab- 
sence of starch and the preponderance 
of that quality known as "corneous." 
Mr. Suffern has developed a variety of 
white corn which is even richer in 
"corneous" than is the other variety in 


These two will be on the 


market next year and he has a variety 
of white starch corn which will be on 
the market a year later. 


It is plain to be seen that these vari- 


eties of corn will save to the m Hers a 
vast amount of waste. It seems easily 
possible that within a few years the 
manufacturers of corn goods will be 
so independent, by reason of these ex- 
periments, that they will not buy un- 
less the grain is exactly what they 
wish. The volume of the by-product 
will be reduced to tho minimum and 
the volume of the quality desired will 
be increased in Ihe same propoi lion. 


This matter of developing new vari- 


eties of grain is like many other things 
—it's eahy if you know how, and caic 
to .put in the necessary amount of 


your ideas and reap the profit?

search was made for grains of corn in 
which the starch was strong. These 
were saved and planted the next sea- 
son, 
that plan being repented over and 


over again each year, the amount ejf 
stare'h increasing until now he has a 
variety that will produce upwards of 
90 per c-ent. of the quality desired. 


The plant breeder not only carefully 


selects the seed, but carefully w itches 
and trains the growth of the plant, 
especially if he is endeavoring to pro- 
duce in corn for instance, an ear tint 
will be- ideal In size and shape. 


Mr. Suffern was the first breeder 


to develop a sunflower with pure white 
seed. 
Any one wh-i has ever seen a 


sunflower knows 
that the seeds are 


black and glossy. 
Mr. Suffern look 


the lightest colored seeds that he could 
find and planted them and each sieason 
after that ho continued on that theory 
until at last he actually produced a

Simplon mountain to connect Switzer- 
land with Italy are experiencing great 
difficulties because of the presence of 
boiling- water in the mountain.

tain, and is heated almost to boiling- 
point by the friction and.pressure of 
its percolation through the limestone 
beds of tho mountain. 


Before the tunjiel had been dug- very 


for on the Italian side the heat became 
so intense that, it was impossible to 
live in it. 
The, mountain was piped 


and soon 15,000 gallons of steaming hot 
water was flowing out 
of the south 


end of the tunnel every minute of the 
day and night. The immense flow was 
harnessed and made to drive refriger- 
ating plants and cold-air blowers. 


Today the temperature of the tun- 


nel has been reduced from a. height 
that would have roasted a. man in a 
minute or two, 
find the atmosphere 


now has the pleasant warmth of a June 
day. Tho hot water also drives .pneu- 
matic drills find boring machines, so 
that it helps to dig- the tunnel as well. 
When completed the Simplon tunnel 
will be the biggest in tho world, four-

Prof. Dalbey of thet University of Il- 


linois Addresses Ennis Renter* 


on Two Important Topics. 


SEED CORN 
AND THE 
SOIL. 


Necessity of Care in Selection and 


Preparation. 


William S. Ennis, manager of 
the 


Elnnis estate, met with the tenants at 
the high school 
Friday 
and 
had 


Dwight S. Dalbey, instructor in farm 
crops at. the University of Illinois, talk 
to them on corn growing. Mr. .(flnnia 
had sent a circular letter to all the 
tenants of the estate and asked that 
all of them might be .present at the 
meeting as the question of corn grow- 
ing was now being given considerable 
attention by agricultural colleges and 
was of great importance to every wide 
awake farmer. 


Selecting Seed. 


The first session was held from 10 to 


12 in the morning. At this session 
Mr. Dalbey spoke on the selection of 
seed corn for planting. In pait he 
said: "The selection of seed corn is of 
great importance because the yield is 
dependent upon the ability of the seed 
to reproduce itself. 
Tho first essen- 


tial is to select seed that will yield a 
large amount of good corn which must 
bo like the seed corn in every respect 
Unless the corn is of a puie variety 
this can not be secured and the corn 
will not be unifoim. Surprising results 
have been attained by attempts to 
breed a pure variety of. corn for seed, 
and in some instances the yield has 
been increased from twenty to thiity 
bushels per acre where these expeii- 
ments have been carried out. In 
the 


selection of seed corn 
care must be 


taken to secure only matured eais, all 
of the same kind and as nearly as pos- 
biblc uniform in shape. The results of 
inbreeding of corn are the same as in 
stock as was proved at the Illinois ex- 
periment station. 
At the end of four 


yeurs of inbreeding the corn had loat 
all of its vitality and \\ould not re- 
produce. This experiment was carried 
out by allowing only the pollen oC the 
stalk that the car grew on to fertilize 
the ear." 


Preparing 
Ground. 


The1 alter noon was taken up by a 


talk on tho preparation of seed beds 
and cultivdtron ol tho plants. 
The 


question of corn judging was ^Iso tak- 
en vp and the score card as uswl in of- 
ficial corn judging was explained. 


"In the growing of corn," 
he said, 


"prepaiatron of the seed bed should be 
carefully made. 
Conservation of soli 


moisture rs an essential part of suc- 
cesstul corn raising, as it requires 300 
pounds of water to make one pound of 
dry matter in the grain. 
This mois- 


ture is retained in the soil by keeping 
the soil well mulched by frequent cul- 
tivation. 
It is a good idea to run a 


disc over the ground just before plant- 
ing to keep thp ground from forming 
lumps and getting hard. 


Three Things to Cultivate. 


There are three things for which 


we cultivate, 
first; 
to conserve 
the 


soil moisture; second, to keep down 
the weeds; third, to aerate the soil. A 
great amount of cultivation can be 
done before planting, that is in hav- 
ing thp seed bed in good condition. Af- 
ter the corn has a good start surface 
cultivation i? the best, that is culti- 
vation of from a depth of three to four 
inches. 
There has been too much of 


a practice in plowing a field of corn 
three times and then laying it by. After 
thp corn is too large to bo cultivated 
it is a good plnn to go between 
the 


rows with a single cultivator or small 
bar row and loosen the surface of the 
soil. For this means different kinds of 
old machinery may be used to a good 
advantage and a boy may do the woik. 
By this means of cultivation an in- 
crease of fifteen bushels has been ob- 
tained by making the experiment in 
the same field. 
Some years this may 


not be needed as it was not last year, 
but such years are exceptional 
and 


continuous cultivation is always rec- 
ommended. 


The difference in cultivators is not 


so essential as a man 
v, ill do good 


woik \\ith a cultivator he likes and 
poor work with one he doesn't. The 
shovel cultivators are good for de- 
stroying weeds and for best results a 
ultivator having three shovels on a 
side should be used." 


Results of Different Methods. 


Air. Dalbey gave a table shoeing the 


-esults of different depth in cultiva- 
tion. A hill of corn v> as worked around 
six niches fiorn the stock v. ith a spade 
so as to cut off the roots at the depth 
of two inches. Several hills were tak- 
en at diffeient depths and the result 
showed that where the loots were cut 
off at a depth of two inches a yield 
of sixty bushels per acre was secured, 
at the depth of four inches a yield of 
fifty-five bushels, at the dppth of six 
inches a yield of thirty-eight bushels, 
and where the roots were left uninjur- 
ed the yield was sixty-two bushels per 
acre. 
So the results show that whom 


the roots are 
the least. Injured 
the 


yield will be greater. If the seed bed 
is in good condition there is no need 
of deep cultivation which is injurious 
to the roots of the stalk. 
To preserve tlv fertility of the soil 


a rotation of crops is essential. 
The 


elements necessary for the production 
of corn are finally oxhausled by con- 
tinuous production. The element most 
needed in the soil of this part of the 
state is nitrogen. The clover family 
and cow pea plants furnish this ele- 
ment and are the best fertilizers 
for 


this part of the country. 
Mr. Dalbey 


said that a crop of cow pests plowed 
under was equal in fertilizing the soil 
to a coat of manure. Clover is better 
than cow peas and both furnish good 
feed for winter. They may be sown In 
the oats field after the harvest sis they 
mature in about ninety days and make 
a large gro\vth in six weeks. Clover 
should be sown in the spring with the 
oats for a fertilizer.. Either of these 
crops will repay their expense in the 
gain in yield of the corn crop the fol- 
lowing year if no other good is made 
of them.

Abouding Grace. 


The letter to the, church at Ephesus, 


which was iprobably a circular letter 
intended to be read in turn by several 
of the churches of Asia, ia one of the 
richest in the New Testament in pas- 
sages that minister directly and con- 
tinually to the spiritual life of modern 
Christians. 
It is one of the most uni- 


versal In its application, depending less 
than most of Paul's letters upon cir- 
cumstances 
peculiar 
to the eaily 


church. 
And 
it is 
an 
epistle of 


abounding grace. The emphasis is up- 
on 
the riches of God's grace and the 


riches of the Christian in the enjoy- 
ment theicoi'. The exalted tone of the 
letter is sustained in every paragraph, 
whether the writer is dealing with 
great fundamental doctrines or with 
the individual duties of daily life. It 
Is a letter to banish pessimism 
and 


faintheartedness. 


Combating Error. 


The epistle to 
the Ephesians has 


close connection with that to the C'o- 
lossians, many passages being similar. 
It belongs to the period when lalse 
teachers were 
beginning to 
spread 


those elaborate doctrines which came 
to be known as Gnosticism. The sub- 
stance of this teaching, in one aapect, 
was that theie exist many manifesta- 
tions or grades of divinity intermediate 
between the supreme Creator and man 
—a sort of hierarchy in which philos- 
ophical abstractions were half-person- 
ified, so that the great truth of the un- 
ity of God and the uniqueness of Christ 
was attacked in 
a most dangerous 


vvay. Paul set 
himself 
to defend 


the 
supremacy 
of 
Christ—hi* 


supreme 
power 
and 
supreme of- 


fice in the world. 
He wrote to Eph- 


e?us and 
the 
neighboring 
churches 


from his Roman 
prison, some years 


after his last visit to them. 


The Supremacy of Christ. 


From a modem 
point ot view the 


epistle to the Ephca\ans and the gos- 
pel according 
to John—different in 


many -ways—arc alike in this, that 
they present the 
life and work of 


Christ as central and •supieme in his- 
tory. 
The coming of Jesus was no 


accident, nor was it Dimply a stage in 
the evolution of man; but in his person 
was summed up tho supreme purpose 
of God for the salvation of humanity 
and the making over of mankind into 
tho divine image. 
This ia at once the 


oldest and tho newest theology—the 
Christocenti ic, and 
those 
who 
cry 


"Back to Christ" certainly have Paul 
on their side as against any school of 
theology that nvifces Christ anything 
loss than central. 


The Unity of Believers. 


The 
feuprcmacy 
of Christ cairies 


•with it another Uuth which is funda- 
mental to the epistle, the unity of be- 
lievers through their connection with 
the redeemer. 
The 
believer is "in 


Christ," in a sense implying vital and 
inseparable union, the dependence of 
life upon God, the regulation of hu- 
man will and desire by the divine 
will. 
Since evikiy believer is thus 


closely bound to Christ, believers are 
bound to one another; and we have 
not only the unity of believers with 
Christ, but the unity of the whole body 
of believers, the church. 
This princi- 


ple forbids dissension between Jew and 
Gentile, and between brethren in the 
church. 
It also obliges believers to 


subordinate their preferences to a due 
observance of the duties of the fam- 
ily, the relation of employer and em- 
ployees, and other social obligations. 


The Power of God. 


Supremacy, unity; and the third un- 


derlying thought of the epistle is the 
abounding power of God which is at 
the disposal of the believer, wherefore 
he should be strong to resist tempta- 
tion and persecution. The three funda- 
mental thoughts run parallel through 
the letter, now one, now another be- 
ing uppermost. 
Taken together they 


form the basis of a treatise on the 
Christian life, its privileges, its oppor- 
tunities, its ideals—written emphati- 
cally for believers already somewhat 
established in the faith, in order that 
they may live up to the possibilities 
of character and achivement that are 
open to them. 


An Analysis of Grace. 


The passage selected for the lesson 


is linked closely with the preceding- 
chapter. That chapter is an exaltation 
ol the many-bided grace of God in sal- 
vation, and closes with a tribute 
of 


adoration to the exalted and triumph- 
ant Christ. Then tho apostle turns di- 
rectly, as he often did, from the hig-h 
note of universal dominion to the riuts- 
tion of individual i esponsibility. This 
tiiumphant and supieiue Christ IE the 
one who has 
called 
the 
Epheslaii 


Christians from death to life. 
A dark 


picture of their former state is dra\vn 
(\erses 2, 3), and contiasted with it is 
the summing up of the Christian priv- 
ilege now conferred upon, them (vcises 
4-101. 
In these latter verses we have 


(]) God's licJi mercy; (2) hia great 
love; (3) his life-giving energy; (!) 
his grace—meaning undeserved and 
uncsdculating- kindness; (5) his mag- 
nanimity in lifting believers up 
to 


places of high privilege; (6) his pur- 
pose for tho future to show even great- 
er kindness to those who have been 
savod by revealing further depths of 
love. 
Tho apostle pauses a moment 


to emphasize the thought of grace ,is 
undeserved kindness; it is "the1 gift 
of God, not of works." It ife no cicdit to 
any man to do right, for all aie created 
for good worlw. Whatever mercy conies 
to us is fieo and undeserved. 


The apostle 
goes on to draw from 


this the lesson th.it 
by Chiist's n 01 k 


the; line of separation between Jew and 
Gentile has, been obliterated, and all 
believers are one, to work together and 
grow together in the unity of Chris- 
tian fellowship. 


Perhaps no lichcr passage could be 


chosen from this extraordinary epistle 
for class study. The modern Christian 
world riectlH to have impiessed upon it 
this thought of immense, incalculable,_ 
undeserved grace. We are too accus- 
tomed to regard religion, tho plan of 
salvation, as a mutter of course, a

Then the deed is recorded on the en- 


try book. This book is made out every 
night and shows evei y instrument that 
is filed in the offu e and in the case 
of deeds the- names of the grantee and 
grantor, tho description of the proper- 
ty, the hour of filing and the consider- 
ation paid. 


The abstract men next handle the 


deed. 
They go over the instruments 


every day in order to keep up their 
own books so that they can give a 
correct abstract of any property they 
may be called upon 
to trace. The

books show the entire history of every 
piece of property in the county.

The main points in the deeds nre 


placed on the fees books which shows 
the amount of money paid to the re- 
corder for his work and then the deed 
passes into the hands of the recorder. 
It is copied exactly as il appears into 
the record books, oven the seal of Ihe 
notary acknowledging the signatures is 
imitated with pen and ink. 


The next step is to index the drprl. 


There is a set of double entry books 
by means of which the grantee or 
the grantor of any instruments can be 
found and this index gives the num- 
ber of the record book and the page 
on \\hich that 
conveyance 
can be 


found. 


Tht> deed after it has been recorded 


is compared. One person looks at the 
record book w h i l e another reads the 
deed and any error i.s detected. This is 
done in order to avoid any mistakes. 


After a deed is compaied and found 


to be correctly recorded it is ready for 
delivery. The owner will call for it 
or it will be mailed to him if he lives 
out nf the city. It is cheaper to mail 
it lliHii to allow the uncalled for deeds 
to acculmulatp. 


A steel Jile case which cost several 


hundred dollars is used for no other 
purpose than to file a\\ay deeds \ \ h i c h 
in past years have been filed for rec- 
ord and never called for. 


There is still another clnss of deeds 


in the office v hich sometimes make a 
pood deal nf trouble. Those are deed! 
which were years ago filed for record 
but never recorded. It is said that in 
e;n Her days persons brought deeds to 
the office and wanted the clerk to 
charge, the recording fees. The clerk 
did not fancy tho idea of charging 
such fees and the deeds awaiting pay- 
ment of 1he fees were never recorded. 
There arc probably 200 or XOO of such 
old deeds in the office. 


Occasionally someone who is 
true- 


ing the title of a piece of property 
will find a break. Theie will be a 
broken link, a conveyance which does 
not show on the records. This makes 
the title of the property clouded and 
| lately it has happened several times 
that the missing conveyance has been 
found among these 
old unrecorded 


deeds.

ADJOURN TILL AUGUST. 


The State Board of Claims Passed On 


a Big Bill. 


James M. Lee has returned 
from 


Springfield, where he has been atlenrl- 
Irig the sessions of Ihe slate court of 
claims, which has now adjourned until 
August. 


At its last session the court passed 


on a number of claims), some of them 
being old ones with long histories of 
unsuccessful contests. One of these, 
the Parfello claim, wan for .1:28,000 and 
interest, alleged to bo due on account 
of work and material furnished on a 
costract for a cell house at the Pon- 
tiac reformatory In ]H92. Partello took 
the eonlr.ict for $35,000 less than the 
next lowest bidder and after he had 
carried out part of it, was compelled 
to turn th« work over to tho board of 
managers to be completed. 
1 


Since that time Partello baa been 


pressing his claim befoie o.ich suc- 
ceeding general assembly, alleging that 
he was not paid in full for all the work 
he did and that $12,000 worth of ma- 
terial -which he had on the ground 
when he failed was used by the state 


Soon after surrendering his c ontrac I 


Partello began with a < Kilin against 
Ihe stale. At firsl Ihe claim was foi 
$!i,000, but at each successive failure 
<he sum has increased unlil il f i n a l l y 
grew lo be $28,000, which evidently had 
no more ineril than when thu demand 
was for the lesser sum. 


The forty-second general 
assembly 


allowed the claim, but Governor Vales 
vetoed the bill. The governor recom- 
mended, however, that the court 
of 


claims pass on the merits of the bill, 
waiving- the plea of the stalule of IIm- 
i la lions. 
The commission in its opin- 


ion rendered holds: 


"Without entering into what would 


be a tedious review of all the testi- 
mony bearing 
upon the claimant's 


right to recover against the state, and 
aside ftom tho statute; of limitations, 
a ''(ireful examination of the evidence 
has satisfied us that after waiving all 
technicalities and by applying to the 
facts the most 
liberal 
principles of 


equity, it cleni ly appears that there is 
no, merit in this 
claim for any sum 
whatever." 


A bill for the relief of Mr. Parlcllo
